WOULD FIX MATTERS UP WITH 
NOTES AND BONDS.

Maintains that Short Term Treasury 
Notes and Low Rate Bonds Would 
Keep Up the Gold Reserve—Plan 
for

W a s h in g to n , Jan. 18.—“There are 
just two things necessary to be done 
before adjournm ent to better the finan­ 
cial situation. 
First, we should either 
increase the revenue, or, failing in 
that, issue short term treasury notes 
Tunning one, two and three years 
bearing interest at 2 per cent or 2% 
per cent per annum. 
They are really 
exchequer notes, such as they have 
in England, anticipatory of revenue. 
They would for the present complete­ 
ly cover the deficit in the revenue. 
Perhaps this new tariff law may 
w ithin th at period provide sufficient 
revenue and enough additional to pay 
these exchequer notes, which I would 
lim it, say, to $50,000,000. 
If the tariff 
law continues to fail to furnish an 
adequate 
revenue, there would be 
plenty of time in the one, two, or 
three years th at the notes run to 
provide the revenue required. 
These 
notes would be helpful and would 
not go to swell the amount of per­ 
m anent indebtedness as would bonds. 
In the second place, we should author­ 
ize the issue of bonds bearing not more 
than 3 per cent per annum, in addition 
to those authorized by the resumption 
act, for the purpose of maintaining the 
parity between gold and paper. 
Let 
the legal tender greenbacks and treas­ 
ury notes alone. 
Do nothing else but 
the two things I suggest and I think it 
will be found the situation is altered.” 
This suggestion was given yesterday 
by Senator Allison of Iowa, an admit­ 
ted m aster of finance and one of the 
acknowledged leaders of the republi­ 
cans in the senate. 
It is thought to be 
Hie first authoritative indication of the 
coming republican financial policy. At 
the same time Senator Sherman has 
also come to the front, and has put his 
plans in the form of a bill, which was 
introduced in the senate yesterday and 
referred to the finance committee. 
He proposes to permit the secretary 
of the treasury to issue any of the 
bonds provided for by the resumption 
act. or 3 per cent registered bonds, re­ 
deemable in coin after five years. 
The 
purpose of these issues is expressly 
said to be “to provide for the deficiency 
in the revenues.” As un alternative, 
the 
secretary 
is 
to 
be 
author­ 
ized to issue coin 
notes 
redeem­ 
able after five* years bearing 3 per 
cent interest, and in denominations of 
from $5 to $100. 
Senator Sherman's 
scheme also involves the issue 
of 
national bank notes up to the par 
value of bonds deposited. 
It is the be­ 
lief of the republicans th at the present 
tariff law can not and will not furnish 
sufficient revenue. 
If th at is true the 
next congress would have to provide 
the necessary funds by a beer tax or 
some similar expedient, and it would 
be perfectly feasible then to provide 
not only enough to meet the ordinary 
running expenses, but to redeem these 
exchequer notes as well if it should be 
deemed necessary. 
Among the currency schemes pro­ 
posed in the house was one by Repre­ 
sentative Wadsworth of New York, 
which provided for 2 per cent bonds 
and the retirem ent of the legal tenders 
and national bank notes equal to the 
par of bonds. 


CURRENCY REFORM PLANS. 


P ugh and Sherm an Present M easures— 
Pension Appropriation B ill Passed. 
W a s h in g to n , Jan. 18.—Another in­ 
teresting chapter to the financial ques­ 
tion was given in the senate yesterday 
when 
Mr. Sherman 
presented 
an 
emergency currency bill and Mr. Pugh 
offered a measure in the same line, 
supplementing it w ith a speech on 
the impotency and inaction of the sen­ 
ate in the face of a grave emergency. 
This was but the brief prelude to a day 
spent with appropriation bills. 
The 
pension bill appropriating $141,000,000 
was passed w ith two im p o rt^ ! amend­ 
ments, one making So the lowest rate 
for pension disability and another re­ 
pealing the present law cutting off the 
pensions of non-residents. 
Senator Pugh presented w hat lie 
regarded as a solution to the present 
lack of government revenue. 
The 
senator varied the usual custom of 
introducing 
a 
bill 
by 
reading 
Hie 
full 
text 
of 
his 
measure 
w ith 
great 
deliberateness 
and 
then commenting on it. 
The bill 
provides for the immediate issue of 
$100,000,000 of treasury notes to meet 
deficiencies, these notes to be redeem­ 
able in coin and to be constantly re­ 
issued. 
It further directs the coinage 
of the seigniorage and the deposit of 
silver bullion from American mints. 
Mr. Sherman (rep., Ohio) as soon as 
Mr. Pugh had closed, rose and pre­ 
sented his measure, which was re­ 
ferred w ithout comment to the finance 
committee. 
In presenting a report on a pension 
bill Mr. Gallinger took occasion to 
criticise severely the past utterances 
of Mr. Cleveland as to the frauds ex­ 
isting in the pension system. 
The 
pension appropriation bill was taken 
np and Mr. Palmer (dem., 111.) an­ 
swered the criticisms made by Mr. 
Gallagher. 
Mr. Hawley (rep., Conn.) also stated 
his objections to the present admis- 
tration of the bureau. 
He offered an 
ame undine ut making $0 the lowest rate 


for disabilities. 
Mr. Lodge severely 
arraigned the pension office for de­ 
lays. 
Mr. Quay said he had found 
business at the pension office dis­ 
patched quite as effectively as it had 
been under previous administrations. 
Mr. Brice asked w hat increase in 
pension 
expenditures would 
result 
from adopting the Hawley amendment. 
Mr. Gallinger replied $1,000,000 would

a i t . Fetter offered 
amend men I «rxing $8 as the mini- 
iTinm pension rate, but it was ruled out

Mr. V oorhees spoke vigorously for 
liberality to pensioners. 
Mr. Allan

pension rate, but it was ruled out of 
jrder. 
The Hawley amendment making $6 
the minimum was then adopted w ith­ 
out division. 
Mr. Gallinger offered an amendment 
repealing the law cutting off the pen­ 
sions of nonresidents of the United 
States. 
The amendment was adopted. 
The bill as thus amended was passed. 
It carries $141,000,000. 
The army bill appropriating $23,250,- 
000 was taken up, and Mr. Blackburn 
explained the plan for concentrating 
troops at large posts. 
Mr. Manderson 
urged the necessity of army centers 
along the Canadian border. 
The Brit­ 
ish government had already estab­ 
lished extensive rendezvous on the Pa­ 
cific coast, and it behooved the United 
States to make adequate preparation 
in the Puget Sound region. 
The con­ 
sideration of the bill was not con­ 
cluded.

committee on labor. 
It

W right as a result of the labors of the 
Chicago strike commission. 
In several 
points the bill is more far reaching in 
its propositions than any th at has been 
brought forward. 
The terms “rail­ 
road” and “employe” are defined in 
the bill, and the latter class includes 
those working on cars operated by the 
carrier under lease, making the carrier 
responsible for their acts as though 
they were employed directly by him. 
The wages paid to employes, it is 
stipulated, shall be reasonable and just. 
In case of wage controversies the chair­ 
man of the interstate commerce com­ 
mission and the chairman of the labor 
commission will communicate with the 
parties endeavoring to effect an amica­ 
ble settlement, and if this mediation 
fails the controversy may be sub­ 
mitted to a board of 
arbitration 
of 
which 
the 
chairman of 
the 
interstate 
commerce 
commission 
shall be chairman and which shall con­ 
sist also of one commissioner chosen by 
the employer and one by the labor or­ 
ganization to which the employes di­ 
rectly interested belong; or if they be­ 
long to more than one, by th at one 
which specially represents employes of 
the same grade and class and engaged 
in service of the same nature as the 
employes in the controversy. 
Where 
two or more classes of employes are in­ 
terested their organizations shall agree 
upon their representative.

WRECK IN NEVADA. 


P etition Is to Be F lied In St. Louis Tom or­ 
row M orning. 


O m a h a ,Neb.,Jan. 18.—A petition will 
be presented to Judge Sanborn in St. 
Louis to-morrow for foreclosure of the 
first mortgage on the main line of the 
Union Pacific railroad company. 
The 
petition is supposed to have been pre­ 
pared at the instance of the trustees of 
the first mortgage bondholders in the 
office of Winslow S. Pierce of New 
York. It is supposed to embody the fact 
that as the accruing indebtedness of the 
company during July I will be nearly 
$'20,000,000 and the earnings are con­ 
stantly decreasing it is proper in the 
interest of the holders of the first 
mortgage bonds that the first mortgage 
be foreclosed. 
The mortgage rep­ 
resents $32,000,000, and the main line 
of the road which it covers is not ex­ 
pected to sell for th at amount. 
This 
will wipe out all other indebtedness, 
including the government’s for $33,- 
532,000, which will be a dead loss. 
At the local headquarters of the 
company it was admitted the petition 
would be filed to-morrow. 
Senator 
Thurston will be present as the repre­ 
sentative of the receivers, who are ex­ 
pected to be retained under the pend­ 
ing petition until the details connected 
with the foreclosure are completed. 
It was declared at the headquarters 
th at unless the present session of con­ 
gress took immediate measures to ad­ 
just the government’s indebtedness 
against the Union Pacific the foreclos­ 
ure would be forced and the govern­ 
ment have nothing to interest itself 
further in the affairs: of the company. 
Those interested in protecting tl,e 
interests of the government, however, 
assert that the proposed litigation is 
in the nature of a coercive measure, 
and intended to force congress to ac­ 
cept one of the bills now pending 
in the house for the settlem ent of 
the 
company’s 
indebtedness. 
The 
Reilly measure looking to the ex­ 
tension of the government’s indebted­ 
ness fifty years on a more favorable 
basis is preferred. 
It is said in Omaha 
that the petition to be filed at St. 
Louis was prepared in the local head­ 
quarters, and that the whole m atter is 
well understood between the alleged 
conflicting interests as intending to 
force congress to terms through the 
fear th at the government will lose its 
entire interests unless it does agree to 
the Reilly bill. 
General Solicitor Thurston stated 
yesterday Mr. Anderson's proposition 
as to assessing the stock of the com­ 
pany and extending the government 
lien for fifty years at 2 per centavas 
the fairest scheme which could be de­ 
vised for the protection of the govern­ 
ment debt.

FOR UNION PACIFIC SETTLEMENT. 


House 
C om m ittee at W ashington D is­ 
cusses the Company’s Proposals. 
W a s h in g to n , Jan. 18.—The house 
committee on Pacific roads yesterday 
considered the propositions for a set­ 
tlem ent made recently by a repre­ 
sentative 
of 
the 
Union 
Pacific. 
Francis L. 
Stettson explained more 
fully 
the views of the 
company. 
From the 
tenor of 
the 
talk it 
seemed improbable th at any radi­ 
cal changes from the plan in the 
Reilly bill will be made, although 
minor amendments are under consider­ 
ation. 
The company’s proposal that 
the rate of interest be reduced from 3 
to 2 per cent did not seem to find much 
favor. 
The Reilly bill provides that in 
the event of default of any payment for 
ninety days the entire debt matures, 
but an amendment was added making 
it operative at the option of the secre­ 
tary of the treasury. 
Half an hour 
was consumed in debating a proposal 
that the government assume the first 
mortgage of the Union Pacific, which 
with the application of the sinking 
fund to its payment so far as it will go 
leaves a debt of $20,000,000. 
It wras 
argued from the company’s standpoint 
that the company will be obliged to 
pay 0 per cent on this while the gov­ 
ernment could carry it at 2 per cent or 
2% and the saving in interest be ap­ 
plied directly to the government debt.

CULLOM 
RENO M IN ATED . 


Th* Illin ois Senator Chosen by 
Repub­ 
licans to Succeed H im self. 
S p r in g f ie ld , 111., Jan. 18.—Shelby 
M. Cullom was last night a third tim e 
nominated as the candidate of the re­ 
publican party of Illinois for the 
United States senate by 103 votes to 21 
for Willits. 
The joint caucus was 
he]d in the hall of the house of repre- 
rentatives, and being open to the pub­ 
lic for the first time in history, the 
galleries were crowded. Senator Berry 
at 8:05 o’clock called the caucus to o r ­ 
der and 
nominated Representative 
John W. White as chairman of the cau­ 
cus. 
The nomination prevailed by ac­ 
clamation. 
Chairman White made a 
short speech, and then on motion o f 
Representative Needles the secretary 
of the senate and the chief clerk o f 
the house were made secretaries of the 
caucus. 
On the call of the roll of the 
two houses thirty-three senators and 
ninety-one representatives responded* 
The only absentee was Representative 
McKinsie. who was called home by 
serious illness in his family. 
Senator Coon presented a resolution, 
which was adapted, providing for a 
roll call and declaring th at the candi­ 
date carrying a m ajority of the votes 
cast should be declared the choice o f 
the caucus for senator. 
The chairman announced th at the 
nominations were now in order, and 
Senator O. F. Berry of Hancock took 
the floor and nominated Senator Cul­ 
lom. 
After the enthusiasm which followed 
Senator Berry’s speech had subsided 
Senator Anthony of Cook took the 
floor to nominate George S. Willits, 
Representative Cochran seconded the 
nomination of Senator Cullom. Rjpre- 
sentative Hogan seconded the nomina­ 
tion of Willits. 
Representative Mer­ 
riam followed with a second for Cul­ 
lom. 
At the close of Representative 
Merriam’s remarks there were loud 
cries for roll call. 
The senators were first called, th e 
vote resulting: 
Cullom, 26; W illits, 7. 
The result of the house vote was: 
Cullom, 77; Willits, 14. 
Total: Cullom, 103; Willits, 21. 
Chairman White announced “ ShelbT 
M. Cullom had received 103 votes and 
George S. W illits 21 on joint ballot, 
and I declare Mr. Cullom the republi­ 
can caucus nominee for United States 
senator.’’ Senator 
Anthony moved 
that Shelby M. Cullom’s nomination be 
made unanimous. 
The motion was 
seconded by Kent and Hogan and was 
carried. 
Chairman White appointed Senators 
Fisher and Anthony and Representa­ 
tives Shanahan, Fletcher and Challa- 
combe to notify Senator Cullom of the 
action of the caucus.

A special m eeting of 
the common 
council was held last evening to dis­ 
pose of

Room For a Contest. 
“ The remarks of Mr. Jeffris I agree 
with.
